If the police war* pal upon 
th* true English footing, than can be no 
doubt (fc*t it* efficiency for the ■oppression 
of crime would be inoomparablygreatertrian 
It is now ; and at crime is a double lag—*

jntad, and a (ax upon the country for (he 
maintenance of its judicial departments — 
(ha mora crime i* held in chick, the lets Ihe 
pressure of ill taxation. But on such a 
vacation a* this, the statesman ought to 
look at objects mush higher than mere 
sarin* of money t he ought to look st th* 
moral interests of the community, of which 
aa efficient poise* it ao powerful a guar- 
daaw | aad he ought to look at that pro- 
tewtion of perton and property, which la 
t»t tnt right of erery m eject, and the 
IjtteVttyot etwrygonrwrneot.
